MAY MEAN WAR 
WITH COLOMBIA 


Colon, Nov. 21.—After much diffl- 
culty a cox'respendoni succeeded In in- 
terviewing General Reyes, the distin- 
guished Colombian soldier, who came 
to the Isthmus on a peace mission 
reprosentiug his government. General 
Reyes said; 


"The day T left Bogota, which waa 
on the 11th Instant. United States Min- 
ister Beau pre and Secretary of Lega- 
tion Snyder were a little anxious. 
I 
assured your minister that he was in 
no danger, nnd today I am able to give 
the same as.surance. 


"Admiral Coghlan Informed me offl- 
clally that the United States would 
prevent the 
landing o$ 
Colomb an 
troops on any part of the Isthmus. 
I 
promised Admiral Coghlan that Co- 
lr;:;ibia would not take such action un- 
til I ribaci:od Washington, whither I 
am procee'iing via Port Limon and 
New Orleniis. 
I also told Admiral 
Coghlan that if my efforts at Washing- 
ton failed to bring about some arrange- 
ment concerning the prestiit situation 
on the Isthmus satisfactory to Colom- 
bia the United State« would have to 
fight the entire Colombian people and 
thai It would be a second B-.^er war. 


"f am going to Washington for the 
purpose of doing my utmost to amica- 
bly arrange nffairs. 


"Colombia is In desperation. I doubt 
if 
the 
Washington 
government oC 
President Roosevelt, for whom I have 
the highest respect, reaMzes the Ker}" 
ousnesa of establishing this precedent. 
The 
large 
German colony in Rio 
Grande do Sul, Brazil, is declared to 
be IncMninj? to a revoljitionary mov«- 
ment tor independence which the suc- 
cess of Panama will sttmuiate. 


"I may propose-when in Washington 
a plan contemplating the re-entrance 
of Panama into the Colonhian union 
and the moving of the Colombian capi- 
tal to Panama City. 
I am sure tijat 
this idea will receive the support of 
all Colombians. 


Asked 
whether 
Colombian troops 
could reach the Isthnnis by land. Gen- 
eral Reyea &nswerit'd: 


"Yes; I can gel 100,000 men, build 
roads and, if It were not for the Amer- 
icans, could subdue the Isthmus in a 
fortnight. 
I would rather die for the 
honor and in the defense of the In- 
tegrity of my country than sit with 
handfl folded and .«ee her lose the 
Isthmus. 
I will do all I can at Wash- 
Ingtoii to effect a diplomatic arrange- 
ment if Buch be possible. 
I know the 
sentiments of my conntrymen." 


General Reyes sent a cablegram to 
Bogota advising his government that 
It was Impossible to reach any agree- 
ment with the government of Panama, 
and hence that Colombia's relations 
with that government were F-^vered, 
and that he, accompanied by the other 
commipslonors, 
wa« 
proceeding 
to 
Washington to fulfill his mission. 


General Reyes, who was a candidate 
for the presidency of Colombia, issued 
a decree dated at Barranquilla, No- 
vember 16, addressed to the membera 
of the 
electoral college at Bogota, 
wli4ch ^a!d: 


"Having accepted a military -mls- 
afon, empowered with all presidential 
faculties in almost all departments of 
the republic at a moment when my 
country 
preparing for a presidential 
«lection. 1 deem it my duty to relin- 
quish my candidacy. Hence I renounce 
it irrevocably, offering my services to 
my coujsrtry in any^other position.'*

MAY MEAN WAR 
WITH COLOMBIA 


Colon, Nov. 21.—After much diffi­ 
culty a correspondent succeeded in in­ 
terviewing General Reyes, the distin­ 
guished Colombian soldier, who came 
to the Isthmus on a peace mission 
reprGsentixig his government General 
Reyos saidi 
“The day I left Bogota, which waa 
on the 11th Instant, United States Min­ 
ister Beaupre and Secretary of Lega­ 
tion Snyder were a little anxious. 
I 
assured your minister that he was In 
no danger, and today I am able to give 
the same assurance. 
“Admiral Cogblan informed me ofH- 
cially that the United States would 
prevent the 
lauding o$ 
Colomb an 
troops on any part of the Isthmus. I 
promised Arlmiral Coghlan that Co- 
lri::ibia would not take such action un­ 
til I r*»acl:od Washington, whither I 
am proceeding via Port Llmon and 
New Orteniis. 
I also told Admiral 
Coghlan that if my efforts at Washing­ 
ton failed to bring about some arrange­ 
ment concerning the presujit situation 
on the Isthmus satisfactory to Colom­ 
bia the United States; would have to 
fight the entire Colombian people and 
that it would be a second Brer war. 
‘"f am going to Washington for the 
purpose of doing my utmost to amica­ 
bly arrange affairs. 
“Colombia is in desperation. I doubt 
if the W'ashington government of 
President Roosevelt, for whom I have 
the highest respect, realizes the ser^ 
ousnesa of eatablishing this precedent. 
The 
large 
German colony in Rio 
Grande do Sul, Braill. Is declared to 
be Inclining to a. revohatlonary move­ 
ment for independence which the suc­ 
cess of Panama will stimulate. 
“I may propose-when in Washington 
a plan contemplating the re-entrance 
of Panama into the Colonhian union 
and the moving of the Colombian capi­ 
tal to Panama City. 
I am sure tijat 
this idea wMll receive the support of 
all Colombians. 
Asked 
whether 
Colombian troops 
could reach the Isthnnis by land. Gen­ 
eral Eeyea ttuswer^^iil: 
“Yes; I can get 100.000 men, build 
roads and. If It were not for the Amer­ 
icans, could subdue the Isthmus in a 
fortnight. I would rath or die for the 
honor and in the defense of the in­ 
tegrity of my country than sit with 
hand^ folded and .«ee her lose the 
Isthmus. 
I will do all I can at Wash- 
Ingtoii to effect a fliplomatic arrange­ 
ment if BUCii be possible. 
I hnow the 
aentimpnts of my conntrymen." 
General Reyes sent a cablegram to 
Bogota advising his government that 
it was impossible to reach any agree­ 
ment with the government of Panama, 
and hence that Colombia's relations 
with that government were s'^vered, 
and that he, accompanied by the other 
commipsioncrs, 
was 
proceeding 
to 
Washington to fulfill his mission. 
General Reyes, who was a candidate 
for the presidency of Colombia, issued 
a decree dated at Barranquilla, No­ 
vember lt>, addressed to the member« 
of the 
electoral college at Bogota, 
wliich said: 
“Having accepted a military -mis- 
ufon, empowered with all presidential 
faculties in almost all departments of 
the republic at a moment when my 
country H preparing for a presidential 
.election, 1 deem it my duty to relin­ 
quish my candidacy. Hence I renonnce 
It irrevocably, offering my services to 
my coua^try in any^other position.^*

HERE is more significance In the appearance of "The Woman 
Who Toils" than in the recital of the facts given between tho 
covers. To be sure the tAvo young Avomen who laid aside their 
accustomed luxuries and Avent into the factories, mills ant? 
shops to see for themseh-es the lives of the Avorking AA'omen. 
picture the conditions they found Avith ruthless honesty aiul 
Avithout exaggeration, but the strongest element of the book 
lies outside what is Avritten. 


This book appears after nineteen centuries of teaching 
that all men are brothers, and it is in itself evidence that men are strangers 
and, unconsciously perhaps, enemies. 
Human beings move in groups. Avhich 
knoAv little of each other's life, although speaking tho same language, obeying 
the same Iuavs and recognizing tho same flag. 


Miss Van Vorst kneAV of this social chasm before she undertook her work, 
for she says: "Any journey into the Avorld. any research in literature, any studv 
of society demonstrates the existence of tAVO distinct classes, designated as the 
rich and tho poor, the fortunate and the unfortunate, the upper and the loAver, 
the educated and the uneducated-and a further variety of opposing epithets." 


Those Avho Avould know something of tho life of tho "other" group, if they 
have been born into the group AvhIch is "rich, educated or fortunate." must step 
doAvn and out and, for a time, at least, become as near as possible like those 
who live in the class Avhich is knoAvn as "poor, uneducated and unfortunate." 
ÍÍO Avell did tho tAvo authors understand this that they made, first of all. a 
chango in their dress. One of them laid aside a costume Avhose total cost Avas 
147, and put on one Avhich cost only $9.45. but this contrast in clothes faded as 
nothing before the other contrasts between leisure and toil, betAveen the homes 
and hopes of the tAvo great classes of tho rich, or Avell-to-do. and the poor. 


America is a democracy, yet in its realities there are as great contrasts as 
Ir any monarchy. Avhere title and rank of birth make the class distinctions. 
Tavo children may sit side by side in school, and then go out into lives so dif- 
lerent that after a foAV years they no longer know each other's circumstances, 
and the fortunate one has to change her habit and manner if she Avould know 
of the other'« life. 


To those Avho have not seen the life and read its story in the faces of young 


girls, pallid and tired, and in the eyes of older Avomen left unspurred by hope, 
the book Avill be a rev illation—it may even stir such readers to a desire for 
change. 


But Avherever there is a man or Avoman to whom it seems a revelation there 
h- one vrl-o is separated from the human family by a chasm. Bettor, even could 
nothing be done, that each person should know something of all. than that 
this ignorance longer exist. Better that the suffering Avhich comes -from knoAVl- 
edge increase, than the chasm of class indifference groAV Avider.

ITERE is more slgniflcancc In the appearance of “The Woman 
Who Tolls” than in the recital of the facts given between the 
covers. To be sure the two young women who laid aside their 
accustomed luxuries and went into the factories, mills anc? 
shops to see for themselves the lives of the working women, 
l)lcture the conditions they found with ruthless honesty and 
without exaggeration, but the strongest element of the book 
lies outside w’hat is written. 
This book appears after nineteen centuries of teaching 
that all men are brothers, and it is in itself evidence that men are strangers 
and. unconsciously perhaps, enemies. Human beings move in groups, which 
know little of each other’s life, although speaking the same language, obeying 
the same laws and recognizing the same flag. 
Miss Van Vorst knew of this social chasm before she undertook her work, 
for she says: “Any Journey into the w'orld, any research in literature, any study 
of socletj'^ demonstrates the existence of two distinct classes, designated as the 
rich and the poor, the fortunate and the unfortunate, the upper and the loAver, 
the educated and the uneducated—and a further variety of opposing epithets.” 
Those w’ho would know something of the life of the “other” group, if they 
have been born into the group Avhich is “rich, educated or fortunate,” must step 
down and out and, for a time, at least, become as near as possible like those 
who live in the class which is known as “poor, uneducated and unfortunate.” 
So well did the two authors understand this that they made, first of all. a 
change in their dress. One of them laid aside a costume w’hose total cost was 
$447, and put on one which cost only $9.45, but this contrast in clothes faded as 
nothing before the other contrasts betw’^een leisure and toll, between the homes 
and hopes of the two great classes of the rich, or well-to-do, and the poor. 
America is a democracy, yet in its realities there are as great contrasts as 
Ir any monarchy, where title and rank of birth make the class distinctions, 
•^^rwo children may sit side by side in school, and then go out into lives so dif­ 
ferent that after a few years they no longer know^ each other’s circumstances, 
and the fortunate one has to change her habit and manner if she would know 
of the other’« life. 
To those who have not seen the life and ri'ad its story in the faces of young 
girls, pallid and tired, and in the eyes of older women left unspurred by hope, 
the iDook will be a revi>lation—it may even stir such readers to a desire for 
change. 
But w^herever there is a man or woman to whom it seems a revelation there 
one who is sc*parated from the human family by a chasm. Better, even could 
nothing be done, that each person should know something of all, than that 
this ignorance longer exist. Better that the suffering which comes-from knowi- 
edge increase, than the chasm of class indifference grow wider. 
There is no need, however, that an^’ one suiter in silence. Let every one 
wiio reads cry out against the conditions of modern industry which make such 
books possible. If there be any one who fears to take up the fight for change 
after learning the facts in this life Of toiling women, such a one is either with­ 
out mercy or a coward. 
The strongest protection to be given to the modern slavery is the protection 
of silence.—New' York American, 


PRESSED CORNED BEEF. 
A mistake too often made by house« 
keepers is the buying of expensive 
cuts of meat to serve cold, as many 
of these portions, like the tenderloin, 
are least Juicy.

Pack 
in a long bread pan, well greased, lay­ 
ing the iibres longhthwise, and mixing 
some of the fat ^vith the lean.

The story has Its lesson even for an age as active as ours. We are not free 
from the bane of reluctant fear lost feeling shall outrun mere pleasure. The

ARDLY any one who comes in contact with affairs can fail to 
notice as a sort of corrollary to the enervation which comes to 
men of Avealth through lu.vury, an increasing laxity of view 
among workingmen concerning labor, a tendency to regard 
the dally task as .something greatly to be regretted and hastily 
to be escaped from. In .some minds an air of sentimentalism 
pervades the whole labor problem, as though the mlllenlum 
only waited upon large wages and short hours. The old-time 
love for one’s work and the old-time pride in it as one’s best 
reason for existence have yet to llnd any widespread and ac- 
th e propajjanda in the conventions of labor. So far as we have observed, no 
labor leader has taken upon himself the conservative olllce of preaching to his 
followers the virtue of good work well done, not only as a duty to the employer, 
but as a service and inspiration to the Avorklngman himself. The theories even 
of those who lead most wisely aim at the elevation of the individual through the 
class rather than the revcrtie. The general trend of the workingman seems to 
be away from hard work and good work. It is time that there was less preach, 
mg of rights and more of duties. Perhaps it would bo easier to get the rights 
by a little more conscientious devotion to the duties. 
As a nuitter of fact, and not of theory, no man can do worse service to an­ 
other, whether rich or poor, than to deprive him of the absolutely healthful joy 
^vhlch there is in hard work. "Woe to him who does not like his daily work; for 
If one cannot have the work he likes he would better learn to like the work 
ho has. 


N E W YORK ICE 
CREAM . 
An ice cream manufacturer told me 
the best thing for ice cream was sage 
Hour. 
His rule is four or five quarts 
of milk and one of oream, one-half 
ounce of sage flour, five eggs, sugar 
and fiavoriug. 
Boil one quart of the 
milk in a double boiler. When It has 
reached the boiling point add the sage 
flour dissolved in a little cold milk. 
When cooked sot aside until perfectly 
cold. It will be so thick that a spoon 
thrust Into it will leave a hole when 
withdrawn. Add the rest of tlie milk, 
the eggs beaten very light with the 
sugar and flavoring, and freeze. -He 
said never cook any of the milk but 
that used to cook the flour, and never 
cook the eggs, for if cooked, the cream 
will not “stand up” well; that is, it will 
melt easily.

CARE OF CUT GLASS. 
Few people know how to care for the 
beautiful cut glass in their possession, 
and it is usual for it to lose much ol 
Its original color and lustre. Carafes' 
and bottles are especially neglected, 
being most dililcult to clean, A me­ 
dium stiff brush should be kept for 
scrubbing the pieces, and a little Intel- 
ligence used in Imndling them, Unlesi» 
there Is a prejudice against bavinj 
poisons of any kind in tlie house—and 
that Is a very sensible prejudice—keep 
a little bottle of muriatic acid on band. 
Potato parings are almost as good for 
cleaning inside of bottles, etc. Never 
plunge cut glass Into very hot or very 
cold water, never set it on marble or 
in a draught after washing. Cut glass 
has a singular propensity to break 
neatly in two when a cold draught 
strilces a damp place. To clean a ca­ 
rafe cut up some potato paring and put 
In the bottle with a little lukewarm 
water. 
Allow this to stand for an 
Hour, when shake well for several min-' 
ntes. Empty and wash hi soapy warm 
water. Rinse in clear warm M’ater and 
Cry.—New York Post.
